No part of the proceedings of the 


Presbyterian General Assembly, now 
in session in New York, has attracted 
more attention than the report of Dr 
Morric at; chiirraan of the Educa 
tiocal 
Committee. 
The 
report 


showei tha.1 there were more than 
500 charcb.es of the denomination in 
this country 
that 
were without 


pastors. The report, also showed that 
the rate of church dissolution for tlu 
year had been o(i percent, which was 
the largest in the history of tlu 
church in thin country. 
The cause 


of this dissolution is charged to two 
things—the migrator}' character ot 
our people and the want of funds. II 
this is true, and it probably is, it 
would seem that too much effort hat 
been made to establish churches ir 
localities where the people had not 
come to stay, and where they were 
too poor to maintain a church after il 
had been established. 
Tho report 


sihov,-sj.hfit none of these suspended 
churches had a membership exceed 
ing twenty-five pernona. 


Of course this is .not a satisfactorj 


showing in some respects, l.mt 
ii 


shows, in fact, the missionary energj 
of Mie denomination. 
The estab- 


lishment of churches where then 
was no substantial support showi 
lack of juilgmsiit, per'ians. but it if 
evidence of abundant zeal and vital- 
ity. 
We fear that in a large propor- 


tion of these starved out churches 
the brethren were imposed upon b\ 
the glowing unaginntioa of the rea 
est.tte agtnt nursing a boom and re- 
garding a church as an excellent ad- 
vertisement. Tlie fact is a great 
ninny churches r,i-re organized or 
great expectations which have no' 
been realized. Tuere is nothing dis- 
couraging in this. 


Another matter of considerable in- 


terest was the proposal to revise the 
Westminster creed. This was trsatet 
in u very gingerly manner by UK 
committee having it in charge. The) 
would have ignored it altogether, a^ 
they said, had it not been that tin 
petition w.xs nigncd !>y many emi 
nent names. 
They simply statec 


that in their opinioi: Uiey did not re- 
gard a discussion of the matter advisa- 
ble at this time. It is evident that the 
question is regarded as dangerout 
ground. It certainly is dangerous, i! 
we may argue from tbe angry dispute 
which was in progress at the «am« 
time in the Southern Vresbj teriai; 
C-lenerai Assembly at Chattanooga, 
over the condemnation last yenr o' 
the Kev. James Woodrow for his ad 
herence to the doctrine of evolution 
The fact is that nothing is ever set- 
tled by doctrinal disputes of this sort 
and if they lead to anything, 
ii 


is schism. 
Nevertheless, the actuii' 


tendency is a)! the other way, and 
there is an evident silent assimilutior 
of beli'if among Christian churches 
which may lead to union one day.
